London-, Jan. 14.— News has been ., 
oeived that tho Duke of Clarence died 
quietly and peacefully at Sandringham, at 
0:10 a.m. Queen Victoria was immedi- 
ately notified at Osborne. She at once 
telegraphed the Prince and Princess of 
Wales her deep grief and her heartfelt 
share in their loss. At 1 1 o'clock t lie Mayor 
of London received the following dispatch 
from the Prince and Princess of Wales : 
"At half-past nine this morning, our bo- 
loved son passed away." Tho great bell of 
St. Paul's tolled forth the news, and the 
innounceinent was immediately posted at 
tho Mansion House. The flags on the 
Power of London and all the public build- 
ings were placed at half-mast, while at 
Windsor Castlo half-masted (lags gave 
notice of the allliction that had befallen the 
Royal house. 

The news came with a shock upon the 
people, as the early morning bulletins en- 
couraged hope of a better result. The news 
was posted at Marlborough House ten min- 
utes after the occurrence. Tho crowd, 
largely composed of working people, gave 
loud expressions of grief, sympathy and 
loyulty for the Queen, the Prince and Prin- 
cess of Wales, and Princess May. Pall 
Mall and adjoining streets wero thronged 
by nobility, gentry and common people. 

A dispatch from Sandringham says that 
When the last minutes came the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, tho Prince and Princess 
of Teck, and the Princess Victoria Mary, 
commonly known as the Princess May, the 
betrothed of the prince, were grouped at the 
bedside. The Princess May had passed a 
sleepless night, and while she bore herself 
with courage, lier eyes, red with weeping, 
and heaving breast told of her sorrowful 
heart. The Princess of Wales was appar- 
ently overwhelmed by the sense of her pri- 
vation. There had been a marked improve- 
ment during the early part of tho night, but 
the Duke's strength suddenly failed at about 
two o'clock, and ho gradually sank until ho 
Was called away. 

The lack of strength which always char- 
acterized the Duke of Clarence was doubt- 
less attributed to the fact that he was born 
prematurely, which was not generally 
known, or at least not generally remembered. 
Miout three months before accouch men t was 
expected, his mother twisted her foot in mak- 
ing a figure eight und fell hack, sustaining 
a severe strain. Thy birth of the late Duke 
followed within a few weeks. His weak- 
ness, amounting almost to the effeminacy, 
which characterized the young man, and 
which was the occasion of many jibes in the 
press and among gossipers, only served to 
draw him the closer tohis parents' affections 
and the Princess, especially, idolized her 
eldest son. 

People who like to draw ominous par- 
ables aro calling attention to the fatality 
which seems to have atteuded the name of 
Clarence in tho Royal house of Great 
Britain. The only Clarence who lived out 
the usual term of years granted to men was 
the one who reigned under tho title of 
William IV. 

The question of succession to the throne 
IS giving rise to great uneasiness among 
those who recognize the importance of hav- 
ing po hitch in the lino of descent, 
in view of tho growing feeling of 
indifference toward the principle of 
monarchy in general now prevalent amour' 
the masses. It is felt that while the con- 
tinuance of the present typo of government 
is reasonably sure, us long as no element of 
disturbance arises, yet any dispute over the 
succession, , 'or tiny complete break in the 
line, would bo likely to furnish the occasion 
for some radical overthrow of existing in- 
stitutions, which are thought by many peo- 
ple to have outlasted their usefulness. It 
is being vigorously debated, therefore, 
whether or not the Duchess of Fife, for- 
merly the Princess Louise, eldest daughter of 
the Prince of Wales, would he allowed to suc- 
ceed to the throne, in case of the death, with- 
out issue, of Prince George. The mere fact 
of her marrying a man beneath her in rank, 
is held by some to have removed her from the 
lino of such succession, but this extreme 
view is shared by but few. Tho real ques- 
tion is whether the nation would accept bet- 
as Queen w-ilh the Duke as a necessary no- 
companimeilt. In an interview, this even- 
ing, a prominent member of parliament, 
Who prohibited the use of his name, said 
that the democracy at largo were indiffer- 
ent us to the identity of their monarch or 
as to whether any monarch at all ruled, but 
it was otherwise with the aristocracy. The 
noble families would not submit to a dynas- 
ty of Fifes, and without tho cordial 
support of the aristocracy the Crown 
would not be Bafe for a day. The 
Duohess is amiable enough, but entirely 
without individuality, and would be ruled 
wholly by her husband. Tho characteristics 
of tho Duke of Fife for stinginess and ar- 
rogance are such as to make him anything 
but acceptable to the "classes." The 
Prince of Wales secured him the title of 
Duke with great difficulty. 

Doubtless the marriage of Prince George 
may shortly be expected, when less will be 
heard of these uneasy utterances. It has 
more than once been suggested that, like 
ie present Czar, Prince George may man y

royal lover somewhere and be greeted by 
him in the old way. Her grief at the death 
bed was so overwhelming that it attracted 
the attention of the Prince and Princess of 
Wales from their own. Tho dying Priiuo 
gave her n last look of recognition us she 
kissed his forehead. So far, the official 
news of tho last Bceno is very 
bare, Bad what ia known 1ms leaked 
out from the whispers of the household re- 
tainers. These seem to be almost usaffeoted 
as their master and mistress. The Prince 
and Princess of Wales are deeply beloved, 
not only by tho servants of the household' 
but Ly the tenantry of the Sandringham 
estate, and among the tenants there could 
hardly be greater grief if the loss was in 
their own families. Whenever a death hay 
occurred among the tenantry, tho Prince 
and Princess of Wales have made it a dt(ty 
to visit or send condolence to the stricken 
household, and now, when there i 3 mourn- 
ing at Sandringham, every house in the 
vicinity is also in mourning, and tears can 
be seen rolling down the faces of tho faith- 
ful retainers. 

The official nccount, just given out, of 
the (loath of the Duke, suys thtit tl ie Rev. 
Bred k. A. J. Harvey, domestic chaplain to 
the I rince of Wales, read the prayers for 
the dying when the end was near. In tho 
room wero assembled the Prince and Prin- 
cess of Wales, Prince George, the Duke 
and Duchess of File, tho Princesses Vic- 



toria and Maude, sisters of the dying Duke 
Prince and Princess of Teck, and the Prin 
cess Mary, the Dake's betrothed. Along 
with these were three physicians and three 
nurses. Tho official account gives no 
description of the dying scene. Queen 
Victoria ia said to be more prostrated than 
when she lost Princess Alice and Prince 
Leopold. The Duke of Clarence was of an 
especially amiable disposition, and had 
won his way to his grandmother's heart. 
Queen Victoria, was devotedly attached to 
him. When he was a babe, she took 
pleasure in nursing him, and it was re- 
marked that she could not have cared more 
for the Prince of Wales when an infant. 
Indeed, the saying is ascribed to Her 
Majesty that she looked on him as she had 
on her first-born son. As he grew up, his 
charming and amiable way confirmed the 
attachment formed for him as a child, and 
the Queen had also the highest opinion of 
his youthful behaviour. The night before 
his death, it is suid, she hardly slept, und 
when the sad news came, hIio wished at 
once to proceed to Sandringham. Al- 
though it had been her purpose to go 
there to-day, in any event, her 
grief was so impressive that those 
around her feared tho effect of tt meeting 
with the dead and tho stricken family at 
Sandringham might have upon the aged 
lady, and her medical advisers Jwere sum- 
moned for consultation as to the prudence 
of the journey. Even when her physician 
advised against it, the Queen could with 
difficulty ho dissuaded from hastening to 
the bedside. 

Telegrams continue to pour in from nil 
parts of the world, nnd there is general 
satisfaction expressed over the fact that 
even the bitterness of Irish partisanship 
seems to be forgotton in the generosity of 
Irish sympathy for the royal family, ber- 
eaved under such painful circumstances. 
1 he expression of condolence by the 
intensely National municipal auth- 
orities of Dublin has been followed 
by a message of loyalty and devo- 
tion from tho Apprentice Iboya of Deny, 
lhe latter telegraphed their sympathy to 
the Prmce of Wales, saying: "Our hearts 
arc with you and our colors are at half- 
mast; that God may sustain the Prince and 
Princess of Wales, tho Princess May and 
our widowed Queen in this great allliction 
is the prayer of the loyal hearts of Derry."

"Sin,— 1 havo conveyed to the President 
the melancholy information you communi- 
cated in your note of this date, of the death 
of His Royal Highness the Duke of Clar- 
ence and Avondale, and I am directed by 
the President to express tho sorrow with 
which he learns of this sad bereavement, 
suffered by Her Majesty and the Royal 
family. By a telegraphic instruction, sent 
to-day, the Minister of tho United States 
baa been directed to make suitable com- 
munication of the President's deep regret 
and sincere condolence, etc., etc." 

Secretary Blaine immediately cabled 
Minister Lincoln, at London: "Express 
the deep regret and siucero condolence of 
the President, by reason of the lamented 
death of the Duke of Clarence and Avon- 
dale. 

TonosTo, Jan. 14 — Tho fatal termination 
of the illness of the Duke of CI arenco Was 
posted on the windows of the various news- 
paper ofiices, this morning, and quickly 
spread throughout the city. The event 
caused much sorrow here. Flags aro flying 
at half-mast from every public building and 
also from a number of business establish- 
ments. 

Montreal, Jan. 14.— No recent event has \ 
elicited so much sympathy in tho province 
of Quebec as the death of the Duke of Clar- 
ence, coupled with that of Cardinal Man- 
uing.

The Gov- 
ernor cabled the sincere condolences of him- 
self and his advisers, and will issue a pro- 
clamation, to-morrow, asking the people of 
Canada to observe the day of the funeral as 
a day of public mourning. The festivities 
at uovernment House will be suspended for 
some weeks.

Princess May on the occasion of their in- 
tended marriage, adjourned after voting 
messages of condolence, and committea 
formed to purchase wedding gifts will send 
wreaths instead for the funeral. 

Put few theatres or music halls are open 
to-night, in any part of the United King' 
doni, and those that are have but scant 
patronage. The cities of Edinburgh, Man 
Chester, Liverpool and Glasgow will hold 
official memorial services on the same day 
as the funeral. The Dublin evening papers 
all express deep regret for the allliction that 
has come upon the royal family, and this 
fact evokes gratified comment among 
Londoners. The Kingstown town com- 
missioners and the Sunt h Dublin board of 
guardians, the Royal Dublin Society und 
other bodies, oliieial and otherwise, in tho 
sister island, have sent words of sorrow ami 
sympathy. In London, as well as other 
cities, many shops havo had their shutters 
up all day, since hearing the news. Al- 
though the funeral arrangements await the 
direction of the Duke of Edinburgh, it is 
stated that nearly nil the Imperial and royal 
families of Europe will be represented, tho 
deceased Duke being related to nearly all of 
them, either by blood or marriage. 

Prince Albert Victor Christian Edward, 
eldest, son of the Prince and Princess of 
Wales, was horn Jan. 8, ISO I. Up till 1871 
ho was educated at home.

London, Jan. 14.— Cardinal Henry Ed- 
ward Manning died this morning. His con- 
dition was hopeless for many houra, and it 
was hardly supposed he would live through 
the night. He continued, however, to show 
signs of vitality, and death came very 
gradually. This morning the Cardinal was 
able to join devoutly in prayers offered at 
his bedside. At 7:20 o'clock he breathed 
slowly, became unconscious, and died at 8 
o'clock, His death was calm 1 and painless, 
and appeared like a gentle sinking to sleep. 

His Eminence, Cardinal Manning, was a 
son of tho lute William Manning, M.P., a 
London merchant, and was bom at Tot- 
teridge, Hertfordshire, England, July 16, 
1808. He was educated at Harrow and 
Balliol College, Oxford, where he graduated 
R.A., in first-clasa honors in 1830, und bc- 
camo Fellow of Merton College. He was 
for some time one of the select preachers in 
the University of Oxford, was appointed 
Rector of Lavington and Graftham, Sussex, 
1834, and Archdeacon of Chichester in 1840. 
These preferments he resigned iu 1851, on 
joining the Roman Catholic Church, in 
which he entered the prieathood, and in 
1857 founded an ecclesiastical congregation 
at rUyswuter, entitled the Oblatos of St. 
Charles Borromco. The degree of D.D. 
waa conferred upon him at Rome, and the 
office of Provost of the Catholic Archdio- 
cese of Westminster, Protonotary Apostolic 
and Domestic Prolate to the Pope. After 
the death of His Eminence, Cardinal .Wise- 
man, Consignor Manning waa consecrated 
Archbishop of Westminster, June 8, 1865. 
Pope Pius IX. created him a Cardinal Priest, 
March 15, 1875, the title assigned to him 
being that of S.S. Andrew and Gregory on 
the Cielian Hill. The same Pontiff invested 
him with tho Cardinal's hat in a consistory 
held at the Vatican, December 31, 1877. 

The deceased prelate was a moat volumin- 
oua writer and a controversialist of the 
higheat rank. Hia published works were 
numerous and most impartial, many of 
tlicm being discussions and vindications of 
Roman _ Catholic doctrine, and polity as 
well as in justification of his own course in 
severing hia connection with the Anglican 
communion. Some of his works and 
pamphlets have been accepted as among the 
standards of Christian apologetics general- 
ly, others being powerful arguments in 
favor of temperance and moral reform. He 
waa a constant and honored pulpit and plat- 
form advocate of everything tending to the 
amelioration of society; indeed, hia absence 
from any assembly in tho metropolis in 
which the public were called upon to take 
action towards righting wrongs or imple- 
menting proposals in the direction of 
human progress or elevation would have 
been regarded as a most remarkable occur- 
rence. 

Up to very recently the cardinal had been 
seen in London's slums looking about as 
usual. Ho was clad in a simple clerical 
garb. His figure, though thin and bent,, 
still arose far above those of ordinary men 
whom he met. Standing erect, ho would 
measure nearly six feet three inches in 
stature. His hair was very scant and white 
us snow. But it was the clean cut faco of 
this old mun that would attract attention. 
Over it the skin was drawn like parchment. 
It wns a long, tliin, powerful, ascetic face, 
with intellectuality in every line and 
wrinkle. In the contour of the jaw and 
chin there were those marks of decision and 
strength of character that stamp the leader 
of men, Now and then some passer-by 
would tender the aged man a ro-.pectful 
salute, and he, in turn, would not fail to 
bow in graceful courtesy. Again, he would 
puusc to pat some ragged, dirty-faced urchin 
on the head, and address to tho abashed 
youngster some smiling remark. Most of 
the denizens of tho region through which he 
waa passing seemed to know him. Frowsy 
women would retire into their hallways 
upon bis approach, and lounging dockmon 
would ceaso to swear, und pull clumsily at 
their greasy caps when he drew near. The 
stolid-looking policemen, too, appeared to 
know the aged man, for they would in- 
variably draw themselves up, and 
salute, as though to a superior officer. 
It was significant of the character of the 
man that, although past 83 years of age, 
ho was still to be seen in the London slums 
attending to church work that some curates 
would think it beneath their dignity to 
perform. The Cardinal, since Newman's 
death, had stood alone and unique anion" 
English churchmen. He had outlived all 
hia followers. Newman and Puscy died 
years ago. Cardinal Howard, of the great 
Catholic family of tho Howards, still lives. 
But he has been at Rome these many years. 
Thus His Eminence was the last of the 
Cardinals in England, and it is more than 
probable that hia place will not Le filled for 
many years. 

Cardinal Manning's course in the matter 
of the dock laborers' strikes had a most 
beneficent effect, and, if that were necessary, 
endeared him more than ever to the masses 
of society. Naturally, and by hia ecclesias- 
tical training, an ascetic, Cardinal Manning 
never forgot that ho was a man ; hia heart 
was of tho largest and most sympathetic 
character, and in this particular, as well as 
in his Christian and pastoral life, he fol- 
lowed at no great distance in the footsteps 
of Hun whom he professed to serve. His 
influence as an Englishman waa very potent 
in the advancement of Roman Catholicism 
in the British Isles, and, but for his ex- 
treme age, he would have been brought 
prominently forward as a candidate for the 
I apal succession, although it would appear 
as if the oonstitution of tho college of Car- 
d inula made it impossible for other than an 
Italian to occupy tho Papal chair.

Hon. Justice Crease Gives Judgement 
as to the Oak Bay Pavilion 
License. 



The Appeal of Captain Woolley Al- 
lowed With all Costs 
Therein. 

Hon, Mr. Justice Crease, sitting as a 
County Court judge, gave his decision, 
yesterday morning, upon tho appeal of 
dpt. Clive P. Woolley from tho decision 
of Moasrs. Brown and Sinclair, two justices 
of tho peace, granting a retail liquor 
licenso to Messrs. Berry & Close for tho 
premises known us "Tho Pavilion," Oak 
Bay beach. Tho appeal was sustained by 
His Lordship, with all costs, and the license 
was revoked and cancelled. As " Tho 
Pavilion " license caso lias been something 
of a local cause Celebre, the decision of the 
learned judge is given in full : 

In tho matter of the County Court and 
re. Licensing Act audio. Close & Berry and 
_ro Pavilion Saloon, Oak Bay. This was 
an appeal by summons under sec. of the 
County Courts Act, 1888, made by Clive 
Phillips Woollay against the grant of a re- 
tail license to James Hugh Close and James 
Reuben Berry for the Pavilion Saloon at 
Oak Bay, on tho ground that such license 
was obtained by fraud and in a manner con- 
trary to law. 

The grounds of appeal briefly stated were 
non-compliance with the requirements of 
the License Act, chapter 73, Consolidated 
Statutes, B. (J. , namely : 

1. Under section 11. In not posting a copy 
•of tho notice of tho intention to apply forali- 
-censo to two justices of tho peace of tho dis- 
trict, on the outer dour of tho courthouse, near- 
est to tho Pavilion Saloon, tho place in respect 
of which such petition i.s made, 

2. Under section 13, In that Borry had not 
been a resident of tho Province for 12 months 
at tho time of applying for tho retail licenso. 

3. Under section 18. In that no petition or re- 
quisition sutUcient to satisfy this section was 
obtained, in that it was not signed by two- 
thirds of tho residents — where tho licenso 
applied lor is for < ink Hay. 

Mho Pavilion Saloon is a smnll, lightly con- ' 
structcd building, without bed room or any 
other convenience, either of a dwelling house 
or hotel, and merely ii a saloon for the selling 
of intoxicating liquors by retail at Oak Bay. 

It is situated on a street near tho sea shoro, 
on a lot on tho new suburban place : a map of 
which, by Messrs. Crane, McGregor & Hoggs, 
was produced to the court, but was not ex- 
hibited beforo tho licensing magistrates. 

This tract of land was laid out by the Oak 
Bay Improvement company, but practically 
notoponoa up until Mai last, when tram cars 
ran down to Oak Harbor. The number of 
residents all told in "Uak Harbor " appears to 
be three. Berry, tho applicant, one Harris and 
Clivo Phillips Woolley (tho present complain- 
ant who has from tho llrst openly oppo:eil the 
grant of the licenso to the saloon us calculated 
to attract to it an undesirable class of cus- 
tomers). 

Those appear to bo nil who livo in the 
immediate neighborhood within the townsito 
of "Oak Bay, ' as laid out on tho map, and tho 
l" acres immediately adjoining. 

There iB no house of any tizo, except Mr. 
Wooloy's. The saloon is not in any thorough- 
faro from one district to another, the travelers 
along which might require refreshments on 
tho way, and depends entirely for its mainten- 
ance upon tho casual transient passengers 
from Victoria by tho electric tramway to Oak 
Bay. 

It was used, beforo Mr. James Berry and Mr. 
Closo took it over, as a dancing us well as 
drinking saloon. That, however, was discon- 
tinued when tho present applicants took 
possession in August last. 

Against their management thoro has been 
no complaint whatever. 

In Aug st last, two ex-policemen, Millor and 
Bloomtlehl (the latter as agent lor tho appli- 
cant), were set to work to procure signatures 
to a petition or requisition of residents in favor 
of I ho grant of a retail license to James Berry 
alono for this Pavilion Saloon. 

James Hush Close's name was not even 
mentioned in it. 

Altogether, from August to tho 11th Decem- 
ber, only signatures were obtained to it, two 
or three of whom were ladies and four dealers 
in liipior. Miller, who collected the names, 
very honestly stated tnat his instructions were 
to collect all tho naraoihe could of residents in 
favor of this grant outside of the municipal 
limits of Victoria District. 

Accordingly wo Hnd in tho requisition the 
names of persons residing at Victoria Gardens, 
beyond the Gorge, at least six or seven miles 
away from this saloon, and persons residing 
along tho Mount Tolinio road, and miles away 
at Cadboio Hay and other places where they 
could presumaoly have no interest whatever in 
a saloon at Oak Bay, 

Mr. F. (i, Walker, counsel for the applicants, 
after tho names and residences were disclosed, 
very ingeniously attempted to show that "set- 
tlement" must reasonably be construed to in- 
clude a tract, of land, shirking along the muni- 
cipality of Victoria in a line northward across 
Mount, Tulmio road to a point from which, 
striking to tho eastward, it could bo made to 
include Cndboro rlay and exactly to inclose 
within such limits the hulk of tho names 
which found themselves in his petition. Hut 
that was an ex post facto limit atiou to suit his 
client and not in accoid with the canvass made 
by Miller, or as I consider tho law. 

It only required a glance at the voters' list of 
Victoria District, which was produced in 
evidence, to see that the 13 names on the peti- 
tion bore no proportion whatever to the num- 
ber of residents in Victoria District, who, I take 
it, were the residents legally entitled toexprc.-s 
their views on tbo subject. And if it should bo 
contended that the word "settlement" coining 
after town or village was not capable of so 
largo a construction, that would reduce the 
area for "residents" to Oak Harbor itself, which 
would bo reducing the act to an absurdity. I 
think, therefore, this petition docs not fullll the 
requirements of section 18. Moreover. Mr. 
Closo is excluded from its provisinnsand advan- 
tages and not. entitled to a license. And as 
Mr. R. Ward in his evidence shows that iMr. 
James Berry had not been at tho time of his 
application a resident in the province f r 12 
months, and his evidence is not contradicted. I 
think on that ground also tho petition, 
wore it Otherwise correct and in order, 
fails of effect ; and tho decision of the 
ning'stru'e-t in accepting it was wrong. VVh'lo 
on the Bubjout of I ho construction of tho legis- 
lation, I may arid that many presiding magis- 
trates are under the impression that all they 
have to look to is to sou whether they have a 
petition before Ilium, signed by two-thirds of 
the respectable people any when; round In the 
neighborhood of the proposed saloon— indeed, 
that if they have that, they are under an obli- 
gation to grant, the licenso. There could not 
bo a greater mistake, un tho contrary, lliey 
are bound, in duty, to see and consider care- 
fully every circumstance around them which 
tends against tho granting of tho license, as 
well as those for it. They cannot grant a 
licenso wi 1 bout such a requisition, but if for 
good reasons they are sitislied it ought 
not to bo granted, they are quito justified 
in refusing It. A license is a privilege 
granted, alter the magistrates are satisfied it 
can do harm, it is not a mattor of common 
right, but tho opposite. It is a creature of the 
law, not a mat tor of necessity, and the act lias 
therefore to bo considered strictly. It is a 
mutter too of common experience that when a 
house for the s Jo of intoxicating liquors is 
slanted in a country place away from tho Im- 
mediate supi rvision of the police, it is not, lung 
beforo a constabl" hiuto be appointed to pre- 
vent excess and disturbance, therefrom arising, 
I am ah o of opinion I hat a copy of t ho notico 
of intention to apply for the licenso should 
have been posted up las required by section 11) 
outside tho law courts in victoria, which cer- 
tainly was ihe nearcstcourt house to the saloon 
in question 

Tho school-house for Lake District, although 
it had boon used on several occasions as tlio 
place where licensing court hud been held for 
the Pralrlo Tavern license In Saanlch, and 
others, was not a "court-house" at all, and cer- 
tainly not. tho court-house nearest to Ihe plnco 
in respect of which tbo application was made. 

The importance of this was shown by Mr, 
Ward's OVldonco, and that of Air. Woolley, who 
was especially on tho lookout for tho posting of 
such notice to appear anil oppose. 

Tho magistrates, too, sho id havopaidsomo 
regard to 'lie written protest of the persons 
who opposed tho grant. The Act say.-: "Any 
person may coirtpMn, no!, necessarily a 'resi- 
dent' only. Nor did they exercise the discre- 
tion entrusted to thorn by tho law, when they 
refused to consider whether and how much tho 
property-holders all around the proposed saloon 
would bo injured by the giant of a license As

Ho was rich in good works, 
and it must have gladdened his heart to 
seo that, long beforo he was called away, 
prejudice against him, onco so strong and 
general, had entirely dissappcared, and 
that ho had won the love and respe:t of ull 
men everywhere who revero goodness and 
who rejoice greatly when a man of ability, 
of learning and of high station, devotes his 
talents and his influenco to tho good of his 
fellow-men. 



CLE RICA L INTERFERENCE. 



TIIE DUKE OF CLARENCE. 

The death of the eldest son of the Prince 
of Wales has cast a gloom over the Britis 
nation. It was only the other day that the 
betrothal of the Duke of Clarence to his 
cousin, to whom he was eaid to be deeply 
attached, was celebrated. The rejoicings 
then were general, and, as far as human 
eyes could see, the young couple had before 
thorn a long and n happy life. But the 
sudden illness and the early death of the 
young Prince shows that people of high 
station are not exempt from the sorrows 
and the vicissitudes of life. Tho whole 
nation sincerely sympathise with the Prince 
and the Princess of Wales, and the young 
Princess whose hopes of happiness have 
been blighted so soon. This new affliction, 
too, will be felt keenly by the Queen. 
But she is seasoned to sorrow, and will not 
he overwhelmed by it like the young girl to 
whom grief was most probably but a name, 
to which she was unable to attach any de- 
finite meaning. The unlookcd for death of 
a young man just entering life is always a 
sad blow to tho circle in which ho moves; 
but the death of this Prince, in whom so 
many hope3 were centered, and who was to 
occupy so high a position, is a Bhook to the 
whole nation. The death of the Duke of 
Clarenco iB the first break in the family of the 
Prince of Wales, whoso members are, it is 
said, more than commonly attached to each 
other. 



CARDINAL MANNING. 

The death of Cardinal Manning will bo 
lamented by men of all creeds, classes and 
races in Great liritain and her dependencies. 
The force of genuine goodness was signally 
illustrated in his case. The Church of Eng- 
land clergyman who, forty years ago, joined 
the Roman Catholic Church, became an ob- 
ject of aversion to millions. Very few Pro- 
testants, of any denomination, sympathized 
with him, and the great bulk of tho mem- 
bers, not only of the Church ho had left, 
but of all other churches except the Roman 
Catholic, misunderstood and misjudged him. 
When Dr. Manning became a Roman Cath- 
olic ho became a strangeramong hisown peo- 
ple, and he was separated from thegreat body 
of the nation by a high and apparently un- 
surmountable wall of prejudico and miscon- 
ception. Tiiis estrangement ho must have 
felt keenly, for Cardinal Manning was an 
Englishman — large hearted, and tender- 
hearted, from the crown of his head to the 
soles of his feet. It was, perhaps, becauso 
the people of England came, in time, to see 
that, although he had become a 
Roman Catholic, ho remained English in 
his loyalty and English in his sympathies, 
that tliey found a place for him in their 
hearts. The new convert was no milk-and- 
water theologian. lie had the courage of 
his convictions, as well as the ability, to ex- 
press them with force and clearness. He, 
as often as, in his opinion, the occasion re- 
quired it, ga/e a reason for tho faith that 
was in him. 

Bnt, while ho was a zealous Roman 
Catholic, he was a warm hearted philan- 
thropist, who took a lively and an active 
interest in the welfare of his fellow-coun- 
trymen, lie became a leader in tho causo 
ofv temperance; he worked hard to raise tho 
poor from tho misery and squalor in which 
they lived, and to obtain for them homes in 
which they could live in comfort. Ho also 
took a great interest in tho labor movement. 
The English workingnian had in Cardinal 
Manning an enthusiastic und a judicious 
friend and advocate. Ho took an in- 
fluential part in the settlement of the dock 
laborers' strike, and, almost to the very last 
days of his life, he wroto and spoke in be- 
half of the workingmen. The poor of Ids 
own nation, and of all nations, bad in Car- 
dinal Manning a powerful friend. Ho as- 
serted their right to tho means of living, 
and he was roady to lend his aid 
to any judicious scheme that had for its 



Wo have all along said, with regard to 
tho result of tho election in Quebec, that a 
very great deal depeuds upon the uction 
taken by the Roman Catholic clergy of that 
province. If they remain passive and allow 
matters to take their course wo aro strongly 
of opinion that Mr. Mercierwill bo returned 
with a fair, perhaps a strong, majority ; if 
they lake a determined stand against cor 
ruption, und if they oppose the return to 
power of the men who arc implicated in th 
Pucaud and other scandals a victory will be 
won for honest Government. We find that 
the Montreal Star, which is in possession of 
ample information upon which to form a 
correct opinion on the subject, has come to 
the same conclusion. In its issue of the 
7th inst., it says : — 

The Government of Mr. Morcicr cannot 
be returned to power except by tho consent 
of the clergy of tho Roman Catholic 
Church. It is bnt quoting from a page of 
contemporary history to say that Mr. Mer- 
cier received his last victory at the hands 
of the Church; and from that day until his 
dismissal, the great trust of civil govern- 
ment has remained in his possession, bo- 
eause the powers of the Church did not will 
otherwise. His opponents taunted him, the 
other day, on the hustings, with crouching 
behind the robes of the priests, and at the 
same time intimated that these sacred ves- 
tures would not continue to protect dis- 
honesty. In this lling, the stump orator 
was only voicing, in a rude way, the uni- 
versal belief that tho tongno nf an evangel 
of the gospel would never he raised to nul- 
lify the eighth commandment. 

It, no doubt, will be said that, in relying 
upon the interposition of tho Catholic 
clergy in tho Quebec electoral eon- 
test, we signify our approval of the 
interference of tho clergy in politics. 
This many regard us a worse evil 
than tho supremacy of corruptionists. We 
are very far, indeed, from being of this 
opinion. Tho issuo in Quebec at this 
moment is much more moral than it is 
political. It really means, Is the Govern- 
ment of the province of Quebec and, by con- 
sequence, the other provinces of tho Do- 
minion, bound to administer public affairs 
honestly ? Are public men justified in ap- 
propriating, by fraudulent means, the money 
raised as taxes for the purpose of advancing 
their party or their personal intere3tB ? To 
put the question moro concisely and more 
plainly, is it allowable for men entrusted 
with the conduct of public affairs to steal ? 
Rightly viewed and stripped of all dis- 
guises, this is what tho issue now before the 
people of Quebec amounts to. We ask 
all impartial and all sensible men 
if this is not a question in which clergymen, 
whose function it is to teach morals, should 
have something to say? Of course it is. 
The clergyman, whether he bo Protestant or 
Catholic, who remains silent and neutral 
while such a queition is before tho people, 
is unworthy of the office he holds. Let it 
be once proved that the Mercier Govern- 
ment has acted dishonestly, that it has 
taken money for political and other purposes 
to which it had no right, then, we maintain, 
the teachers of religion have only one course 
to pursue. They must insist upon the pun- 
ishment of the guilty nan. The truth is, 
when one comes to think over it, they are 
under a greater obligation to use their influ- 
ence in favor of honest government than are 
tho mere politicians. The clergyman who 
could wink at boodling, or directly or indi- 
rectly advance the interests of a booillei, is 
a very poor creature and altogether un- 
worthy of bis high calling. 

We arc strongly opposed to 1 clergymen 
taking an active part in ordinary political 
contests; but the contest no.v going on in 
Quebec is not an ordinary one. It does not 
take a man skilled in casuistry to decide 
when it is the duty of a clergyman to des- 
cend into the political arena and when he 
should remain neutral, leaving it to laymen 
to fight tho battle. Any man possessing an 
ordinary share of common sense can come to 
a decision in u minute. Who, for instance, 
would ask a clergyman, as such, to take an 
active part in an election in which the issue 
is reciprocity in trade with a foreign coun- 
try; and who would not expect him to come 
out boldly on the side of tho right when 
the object was to punish dishonest cabinet 
ministers, and to establish honest govern- 
ment ? Where it is ritdlt and where it is 
wrong for clergymen to interfere in election 
contests can, in this country, ha safely left 
to tho good sense of both clergymen and 
laymen. The Montreal Star is right when 
it leads its readers to conclude that it is the 
duty of the Quebec clergy to oppose Mr. 
Mercier, und to exercise their powerful in- 
fluence on tho side of honest government. 



late years been the vilest deliberative/ bHy 
in tho world. The assemblage has become 
one of bandits instead of law-makers. 
Everything within its grasp for years has 
been for sale. The commissions to high 
office which it confers are tho outward and 
visiblo signs of felony rather than of careful 
and wise selection. This festering and in- 
futnous cabal has been going from bad to 
worso. It could not. descend any deeper in 
villainy than it did at its lust session. Tho 
State, since the revolation of some of its 
doings, has denounced it with unsparing in- 
dignation. 

"Worse than all, tho Legislature lias bo- 
come so bad that many i f the other brunches 
have beon infected by it. A form of gov- 
ernment is beginning to disclose itself, the 
most infamous und outrageous that has ever 
prevailed among men. Everything that 
can be laid bold of is auctioned off. Mono- 
poly is really the supremo power. It main- 
tains its swuy by corrupting the servants of 
the public. No other instrumentality lay 
ready tn tho hands of tho people to relieve 
themselves of this intolerable tyranny but 
the Grand Jury. It was possible by its 
agency to bring at least somo of the bood- 
lers to justice. But it was at once appar- 
ent, so well manned were all the uvenues of 
justice, that nobody that could bo organized 
by tho routine method would be of the 
least value."

RIGHTS OF WORKING MEN. 

An Important Legal Point before tho Supreme 
Court In the Cook'Case. 

Another application, which involves an 
important legal point, was argued before 
Mr. Justice Crease in Chambers yesterday. 
The case was that of Mr. B iker, the exe- 
cution creditor, against George. J. Cook, 
Buckley and another claimant. Application 
was made by Mr. H. S. H ill, for the claim- 
ants, for the payment of the wage3 of men 
employed by Cook, in preference to satisfy- 
ing the debt of the execution creditor. 

Mr. S. P. Mills appeared for the execution 
creditor, and said that it wus true that the 
1 iw gave tho men their wages, but that tho 
Chief Justice and Mr. Justice Crease had 
decided that working men must first estab- 
lish their claim by a judgment, nnd that 
Justice Creuso had also decided that 
the execution creditor was entitled 
to a Lien for his costs in the action 
beforo tho men could tako anything, in 
priority to preference given to working men 
by the Act. The Counsel then went on to 
say that, a few days ago, Mr. Justice Wal- 
kout had decided in Chambers that he did 
not consider a judgment was necessary, 
neither could be give the execution creditor 
a lien for his costs. Ho made an order, 
however, giving tho workingmen their 
wages without the costs of the application. 
Mr. Justice Drake, lie believed, was also of 
this view, but there wan ono important mat- 
ter that they had overlooked, and that was 
the fact that Cook had been given no notice 
of the application and no man could be con- 
demned before he was allowed a hearing. 
Ho would ask what practico should be fol- 
lowed under tho Execution Act, and whe- 
ther tho judgment must first be obtuined 
or merely an application by summons in 
Chambers. 

Mr. Hall applied for leave to give notico 
of tho proceedings to Cook, as he did not 
want the point to bo decided on some tech- 
nical objection. 

Mr. Mills urged tho Court that tho appli-

Again Be-opened on a Writ of Error 
by the Solicitor for the 
Defcnco. 



The Full Court Sits on the Case of 
Greer V- "Tho 
Queen." 



A large number of interested parties 
listened to the proceedings in tho Supremo 
Court, yesterday, in tho cnso(us it appeared 
on the records) of Grcor vs. The Queen. 

The Attorney-General appeared on behalf 
of the Crown, and M r. S. Perry M ills for 
Greer. 

At tho start of the proceedings, Greer 
objected to Mr. Justice Drake sitting on 
the case, on tho ground that ho had been 
interested as counsel in litigation that led 
up to the assault. 

Mr. Justice Drake did not consider the 
reason given sufficient to disqualify or pre- 
vent him sitting. This opinion was coin- 
cided in by the other judges on the bench, 
Mr. Justice Walkcm and Mr. Justice 
Crease. 

Tho Attorney-General explained that a 
writ of error had been granted herein, and 
that he would now file a return to tho writ. 

Mr. Mills prayed oyer of the record on 
behalf of Greer, and applied for leave to 
assign error. 

Greer then personally delivered tho as- 
signment of error to the registrar of the 
court. 

Mr. Mills prayed that counsel be assigned 
for plaintiff in error. 

This was granted, Mr. Mills being ap- 
pointed. Uc then read a list of the errors, 
as follows : 

1. That the indictment docs not appear by 
tho record to have been found and presented 
by good and lawful men of tho Now Westmin- 
ster jury district. 

2. Ttiero is also error in that it does not ap- 
pear by the record that Samuel Greer was tried 
by and before Sir Matthew Bailio Begbio, 
Knight, Chief Justice, and a jury of qood and 
lawful men of tho Now Westminster jury dis- 
trict according to the "Jurors' Act" and amend- 
ing acta. 

11. There is also error in that it appears by tho 
record that tho Chief Justice after tho trial 
had been duly proceeded with, and after tho 
case on tho part of tlio Crown and Samuel 
Greer respectively had beon duly concluded, 
tho Chief Justicoduly proceeded to charge tho 
jury, and immediately after tho conclusion of 
tho charge the jury retired to consult upon a 
verdict to bo given upon tho premises in tho 
indictment specified, and that Sir Mat- 
thew Bailio Begbio, Knight, Chief Jus- 
tico, and also Samuel Greer, in tho 
absenco, and without tho knowledge of tho 
Honorable Theodore Davie, tho Attorney-Gen- 
eral, went to the jury room, by tho request of 
tho jury, in tho presence of Samuel Greor, nt. 
the request of tho jury further charged the 
jury. 

i. Thoro is also error In that the Chief Jus- 
tieo did not deliver the whole of his charge to 
tho jury in open court, nor in tho prcsenco of 
the Honorable Theodore Davie, tho Attorney- 
General, and Samuel Greer. 

5. Thero is also orror in that it does not ap- 
pear by tho record that the grand jury had 
jurisdiction over tho subject matter of tho pre- 
sentment to find tho indictment against 
Samuel Greer. 

C. Thero la also error In that it docs not ap- 
pear by the record that Samuel Gn-er commit- 
ted any olfenco known to tho law in tne 
County of Westminster or in tho Province of 
British Columbia. 

7. Thero Is also orror in that it dors not ap- 
pear by tho record that the sheriff, for tho pur- 
PO30 mentioned in the record, Impanelled and 
returned tho persons mentioned in tho record, 
or that thu jury, in tho recoid mentioned, was 
olected, tried and sworn to speak tho truth of 
and concerning tho premises in tho indictment 
ngainst Samuel Greer. 

8. Thero is also orror In that it appears by tlio 
record that James ironside, and other persons 
mentioned in t he record, were ordered by the 
court to stand a.-ide before tho jury impan- 
elled had been returned by the sheriff. 

9. Thero is also error in that the indictment 
and proceedings aforesaid, and in the matters 
therein contained, are not sufficient in law to 
warrant tlio siid judgment to given against 
Samuel Greer, or to convict him of tho misde- 
meanors aforesaid, or either of them. 

10. There is also error that the judgment 
aforesaid is given for our said lady tho Queen, 
whoioas the said judgment, by the law of this 
Province of British Columbia and Dominion of 
Canada, ought to h ivo been given against our 
lady the Queen, and for Samuel Greer. 

Concerning the point about his absenco 
from the jury room at the time of tlio visit 
of the Chief Justice, the Attorney-General 
asked how counsel for plaintiff could know 
of it? 

Mr. Mills referred to the records - which 
were on file, and which made no mention of 
the presence of the Attorney-General. 

Mr. Justice Walkcm said that if all tl: 
facts were not in the writ of error counsel 
for Greer could make application for dimi- 
nution of tlio record. 

The Attorney-General argued that if Mr, 
Mills applied for a diminution of the record 
it would have to be by certiorari, as he him- 
self had proceeded in the Sproule case. 

Mr. Mills said that, if it was thought 
necessary, he would do so, but that such action 
would give the Attorney-General the pri 
vilege of amending other defects in the 
record that had been assigned as errors. 

Tho Attorney-General suggested that 
Mr. Mills should make his application for 
certiorari supported by an affidavit. 

Mr. Mills objected, and asked the 
Attorney-General to join him in error. 

The Attorney-General consented, and 
said that the question placed on record was 
whether the question of error was one 
which could not have been reserved at the 
trial, and whether, on that uccount, he 
ought not to move to quash tho writ of 
error. 

Mr. Justice Drake suggested that that 
would be the question at issue. 

Mr. Mills moved for a concilium, which 
was granted for Wednesday next, he 
guaranteeing to deliver the points of argu- 
ment to tho judges.

CONDENSED DISPATCHES. 

Word has been received of tho death at 
the City of Mexico of tho Princess Josephine 
Iturbide, youngest of the children of Mexi- 
co's first Emperor, Iturbide. 

Tho Anl> insurrection in Yemen has 
broken out u fresh. Kcbels ate inarching 
upon Sana, the capital city, and the 
Turkish forces are advancing to repel them. 

Tho supreme court of California his 
granted a rehearing in the case of John 
MoNulty, sentenced to bo hanged for the 
murder of a brother longshoreman, named 
Collins. 

The Northern Pacific is fencing its road 
at the rate of 300 miles a year, in the year 
ending Juno 20, 1891, there were killed on 
its lines 2,258 head of cattle, against 4,802 
in tho previous year. 

Dr. J. D. Minkler, of (lontralia, Wash., 
and a member of the slate board of medical 
examiners, who has boon on trial on a charge 
of obtaining money under false pretences, 
was acquitted, to-day. 

The Morocco rebels have taken possession 
of the trade roads loading to the interior of 
tho country, and it is believed will be able 
to supply themselves with large quantities 
of provisions, etc , destined for Tangier, 

In accordance with the orders from tho 
Navy department, tho U S. single turreted 
monitor' Passaic has left Annapolis to be 
towed to tho Norfolk navy yard for service 
as a cost d-fenco vessel in the event of 
trouble with Chili. 

A special from Rio Janeiro says: Silvira 
Martin has announced himself a candidate 
to succeed Don Poxiotto for President. Jfo 
declares emphatically in favor of the re- 
public, undivided and governed by a parlia- 
mentary regime. 

For tho first time in four years, the 
Mississippi river is frozen over at St. Louis. 
The ice gorge begins at Curondelet and ex- 
tends to tho Illinois shore. It is feared 
tho river will not be open for boats inside 
of thirty days. 

The Republican New York State Sena- 
tors are getting desperate, and liuvo seri- 
ously considered a proposition to resign in 
a body, the late Governor Shcohan having 
said at tho opening of the session that there 
wus no need of tho Republican Senators 
coming back after the week's adjournment. 
The plan finds fuvor with nil tho Repub- 



licans except four, two out of whom may 
yet be won. 

Tho Indianapolis street car strikers havo 
all returned to work, ponding tho settle- 
ment of the trouble by arbitration. Con- 
cessions were made on both sides, and if 
President Frauzel and the strikers' commit- 
tee fail to tigreo a board of arbitration will 
be chosen. 

The bonquet hall at Osborne will coat 
nearly £30,000 by tho time it is fully fin- 
ished and furnished. There has not been a 
large banquet at Osborne since tho visit of 
the German Kmperor in August, KS!)0, nor 
is there likely to bo another until ho comes 
again next summer. 

Among the many victims of influenza is 
Lewis Garden. About 25 years ago, Jack 
Garden, as his friends culled him, wus well- 
known both in London and Paris. Ho mar- 
ried a daughter of Prince Joachim Murat, 
tho sister of the present Duchess de Mouchy. 

Senor Carv ilho, Portuguese minister of 
finance, has resigned, in consequence of tho 
decision of tho shareholders of a Portuguese 
railway to enquire into tho management of 
tho company, with which ho was connected 
before he became minister of finance. The 
polico discovered forged documents showing 
frauds to the extent of 150 centos of reis. 

The dense fog which hung over Now 
York, Wednesday, was a source of great 
embarrassment, and menace to navigation. 
For tho first time since 1S8S, no vessel ar- 
rived in port by way of Sandy Hook. Sev- 
eral big steamships were due, among them 
the Teutonic, but they were probably feel- 
ing fcneir way through tho dense mist. Ves- 
sels outgoing were much delayed. 

Lord Dufferin, says London Truth, will 
probably make a popular ambassador in 
Paris. He is by no means a heaven-born 
statesman, and there is some exaggeration 
in the praise with which ho is bespattered. 
ITo is essentially an Irishman, clover, adap- 
table, pleasant and resourceful, with a very 
full share of blarney and an eye not quite 
blind to his own advancement. In India he 
persuaded tho Indians, in Canada the Can- 
adians, in Russia the Russians, in Italy the 
Italians, and in Turkey the Turks that each 
was the special object of his love and admir- 
ation. Ho will now persuade the French 
that he has always loved tho French above 
all other nations. In fact, he is an excellent 
diplomatist.
